The U. S. Tariff Co mmissio n, 
which turned do wn such a plea three y ears 
ag o , no w has urg ed President Eisenho wer 
to triple the duty o n impo rted bikes. 
The Tariff Co mmissio n ho wev er, is no t in­ 
fallible. 
The President, who stro ng ly be­ 
liev es in freer trade to streng then interna­ 
tio nal acco rd, may find g o o d reaso ns to 
deny the request fo r mo re tariff pro tectio n 
Actually , the bicy cle industry may no t be 
do ing to o po o rly . There is g o o d reaso n to 
believ e that what it needs is no t mo re tariff 
pro tectio n but mo re v ig o ro us effo rt to co m­ 
pete with the lig ht-weig ht, three-speed, fo r­ 
eig n bicy cles that hav e beco me so po pular. 
Barro n’s, that o ld and respected financial 
weekly , put the matter flippantly but well: 
“ In an uphill stretch a push fro m Wash­ 
ing to n wo uld undo ubtedly be welco me. But 
the surest way to reach the to p, as no bo dy 
sho uld kno w better than the bike makers, 
is by leaning hard o n the pedals.”

A BILL TO END A BICKER 
S. 2671 is $ mino r measure that pack ed a big 
wallo p. It was a ro utine measure to autho rize 
payment o f salary to a Co mmissio ner o f the 
Ato mic Energy Co mmissio n, but Sectio n 3, co n­ 
tained this clause: 
“Each member o f the Co mmissio n, including 
the Chairman, shall have equal respo nsibility and 
autho rity in all decisio ns and actio ns o f the Co m­ 
missio n, shall have full access to all info rmatio n 
relating to the perfo rmance o f his duties o r re­ 
spo nsibilities, and shall have o ne vo te.” 
This Act is no w law and there can be no ex­ 
cuse fo r the withho lding o f AEC info rmatio n fro m 
the AEC. 
Unless Co ngress wishes to reo rganize the 
Ato mic Energy Co mmissio n, pro viding fo r a prin­ 
cipal o fficer, the Executive must abide by the law. 
It is no t a go o d example fo r the co untry when the 
Executive emplo ys subterfuges to get aro und the 
lav*. Under o ur Co nstitutio n, it is Co ngress no t 
the Executive that passes laws, that autho rizes 
the o rganizatio n o f such Co mmissio ns as the AEC, 
that places limitatio ns upo n them. Even the De­ 
partment o f Defense, which rides ro ughsho d o ver 
Co ngress so o ften, came into existence o nly by an 
Act o f Co ngress and can go o ut o f existence by 
an Act o f Co ngress whenever Co ngress cho o ses 
to pass a new law o n the subject. 
While the Department o f Defense is co rrect 
fro m every standpo int in its desire to get o ut o f 
business which sho uld be the functio n o f private 
enterprise, Co ngress has every co nstitutio nal 
right to determine what the po licy o f the United 
States sho uld be and who ever says that it is un­ 
co nstitutio nal fo r the Co ngress to do what the 
Co nstitutio n clearly pro vides it sho uld do , mak es 
go vernment by law impo ssible. He also mak es the 
o rderly pro cesses o f go vernment difficult. It o ught 
to be o bligato ry fo r all to p o fficials at least to 
read the Co nstitutio n. To o many o fficials lo o k 
upo n Cbngress as a Bo ard o f Directo rs carrying 
o ut the will o f a po werful Chairman. To prevent 
that is why the Fo unding Fathers separated Co n­ 
gress fro m the Executive. 
The AEC has beco me a bick ering bo dy when 
what it sho uld be is a pro ductio n agency. The 
quarrels between Lewis L. Strauss and Tho mas 
E. Murray, no w alto gether o ut in public, are 
ridiculo us and have no place in American affairs. 
The fact that o ne is a Republican and the o ther 
a Demo crat, o ne an Eisenho wer appo intee and 
the o ther a Truman ho ldo ver, has no thing to do 
with the pro ductio n and use o f ato mic energy. 
Bo th are men o f high quality, o f sincerity, o f 
rare ability, devo ted to the wo rk they are do ing. 
Strauss was a bank er; Murray an engineer. Bo th 
are men o f wealth who are serving their go vern­ 
ment at co nsiderable sacrifice. They do no t even 
differ o n matters o f principle. Theirs is a per­ 
so nality clash, arising o ut o f Strauss’s assumptio n 
that he, as Chairman, is the principal o fficer and 
head o f the AEC. The law do es no t pro vide fo r 
such a po sitio n but mak es all Co mmissio ners 
equal. If Co ngress intended to change the law\ it 
wo uld have do ne so under the heavy pressure 
fro m the White Ho use, which it resisted. 
The Dixo n-Yates situatio n bro ught this co n­ 
flict to a head. It is no w clear fro m testimo ny 
befo re Co ngressio nal co mmitteqs that Murray 
was no t k ept info rmed as to the Dixo n-Yates de­ 
velo pment step-by-step altho ugh he, as an equal 
Co mmissio ner, was suppo sed to have a vo ice in 
any actio ns o f the AEC. Had Dixo n-Yates go ne 
ahead co mfo rtably, witho ut any tro uble, the ques­ 
tio n o f the autho rity and respo nsibility o f the 
o ther Co mmissio ners wo uld no t have attracted 
so much attentio n. But Dixo n-Yates was handled 
so amateurishly by the White Ho use—who ever 
manager it there—that the bick erings in the AEC 
became a questio n o f natio nal significance. 
Undo ubtedly it came to a head when the sto ry 
was published in the newspapers, in a variety o f 
fo rms, that Strauss ask ed Murray to resign. This 
never happened. At mo st Strauss to o k the po ­ 
sitio n that if he, Strauss, co uld no t agree with 
the po licy o f the President, he, Strauss, wo uld^get 
o ut. Murray co uld have interpreted it as a sug­ 
gestio n. 
The AEC is no t part o f the Executive. It is an 
independent agency o f go vernment, respo nsible 
to Co ngress, and o ver which Co ngress has ap­ 
po inted a watch-do g co mmittee. A Co mmissio ner 
is expected to be guided by the law and his co n­ 
science, no t by the po licy o f the President.

DISEASE OF THE TONSILS 
Altho ugh we have k no wn fo r a lo ng time that 
the to nsils are impo rtant structures who se dis­ 
eases must be co mbated either by medicine o r sur­ 
gery, we still do no t k no w exactly what their 
wo rk is. The general o pinio n is that when to n­ 
sillitis (inflammatio n o f to nsils) o ccurs, it is a 
seco ndary infectio n. That means that the actual 
po rt o f entry o f the infectio n is elsewhere in the 
bo dy, o utside the to nsils, and the to nsils are 
tho ught to "gather up” this infectio n and let it 
slo wly be thro wn o ut o f the bo dy in small 
amo unts. Enlargement o f the to nsils may result 
fro m infectio n but they grow* larger no rmally 
until children are abo ut five years o ld. The re­ 
mo val o f these o rgans (alo ng with the adeno ids) 
altho ugh still a co mmo n childho d o peratio n, is no 
lo nger co nsidered essential in every case. Many 
bo ys and girls are never tro ubled by their to nsils 
o r adeno ids in any way. 
One o f the impo rtant newer trends in treating 
disease o f the to nsils is the use o f the antibio tics 
such as penicillin, strepto mycin, aureo mycin, ter- 
ramycin and Chlo ro mycetin which are the mo st 
widely used. These have pro duced go o d results in 
mo st cases o f acute to nsillitis. In o rder to avo id 
the to o -co mmo n o r to o careless use o f antibio tics, 
it is reco mmended that the physician test the bac­ 
teria to see to *which o f the antibio tics it is lik ely 
to respo nd to . This will sho rten the co urse o f 
the disease and impro ve the o utlo o k fo r the 
patient. 
Treatment o f to nsillitis by medicine applies 
mainly to the acute fo rm o f this disease and treat­ 
ment o f the chro nic fo rm mo re o ften calls fo r 
surgery. Fo r chro nic co ld with swelling and en­ 
largement o f the mucus membrane o r lining o f 
the no se and thro at, to nsillecto my is the wisest 
treatment as a rule. Ho wever, the trend is away 
fro m the remo val o f to nsils as physicians are 
aware o f their po ssible ro le as pro tective devices 
against develo pment o f disease. 
Sympto ms that used to be blamed o n the to n­ 
sils such as frequent co lds, thro at infectio ns, 
rheumatic pains, swallo wing, breathing o r hear­ 
ing difficulties; lo ss o f weight and general run­ 
do wn co nditio ns may instead be due to o ther 
causes than infected to nsils. 
As we have mentio ned befo re there seems to 
be a greater risk o f co ntracting the paralytic 
type o f po lio in patients who have had their to nsils 
remo ved than in tho se who have no t so the o pera­ 
tio n is no t lik ely to be perfo rmed during po lio 
seaso n o r while the child has a co ld o r so re thro at 
o r at any time whep a general infectio n seems to 
be go ing aro und. 
Treatment by X-ray has pro ved to be an ideal 
substitute fo r to nsillecto my in cases which are 
either tempo rarily o r permanently unsuited to 
surgery, such as in children with heart failure o r 
severe fo rms o f allergy. This treatment, o f co urse, 
sho uld be given by a qualified X-ray specialist. 
Altho ugh no o peratio n is free o f all danger, 
remo val o f to nsils and adeno ids is o rdinarily co n­ 
sidered a mino r pro cedure. With so ft diet ana 
bo d rest, mo st children are up and abo ut within 
a few days. Until they have been check ed o nce 
by the do cto r, ho wever, they sho uld no t be allo wed 
to beco me to o active and fatigue sho uld b§ 
avo ided.

Bo ard, says Chairman Tho mas J. 
Herbert, fo rmer Ohio go verno r. 
But the due po cesses o f the law 
have to be o bserved, and they 
tak e time. 
Just which o ne o f the SACB 
members will hear the case as 
trial examiner has no t been de­ 
cided. Filing o f the co mplaint 
against the unio n by Depart­ 
ment o f Justice at this particular 
time catches SACB in an uncer­ 
tain po sitio n as to its member­ 
ship.

fo r Demo cratic Actio n”—an o r­ 
ganizatio n o f “left wing” radi­ 
cals who have an influential 
part in managing the Demo crat­ 
ic party and pick ing its presi­ 
dential candidates—has bro ught 
the issue back to life. 
Jo seph L. Rauh, Jr., natio nal 
chairman o f the ADA, in a pub­ 
lic address, claims credit fo r his

“bo th the man and his ism,” and 
is exultant because, as he puts 
it, the Wisco nsin senato r is no w

dicates that he wo uld be happy 
if the who le anti-Co mmunist 
quest in Washingto n and the in­ 
tensive search fo r security risk s 
and dislo yal emplo yes in the 
go vernment wo uld also be fo r­ 
go tten. This is what mo st peo ple 
who have been co ncerned abo ut 
the 
anti-Co mmunist 
crusade, 
and no t necessarily with any o f 
the perso nalities in Co ngress, 
have feared wo uld happen this 
year. There is ample evidence 
that the Demo cratic party in 
Co ngress is very anxio us* to 
so ft-pedal any further revela­ 
tio ns co ncerning the Demo cratic 
administratio ns lest they furnish 
to the Republicans po litical am­ 
munitio n fo r the stump. 
THERE IS, as Mr. Rauh says, 
a difference between the at­ 
mo sphere o f 1953 and 1955, 
which are the two years co n­ 
trasted by him.

Nixo n, if he campaigns again— 
pro bably wo uld lik e no thing bet­ 
ter than to set all the facts fro m 
the swo rn testimo ny in the 
Oppenheimer case befo re the 
American vo ters next time if 
the Demo crats want to mak e 
that an issue. The ADA fears 
Nixo n. So me o f its suppo rters 
are behind the effo rt to per­ 
suade President Eisenho wer to 
dro p him fro m the tick et next 
year.

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POWER BOOM AHEAD 
Anyone who doubts that nuclear power is 
on the verge of a tremendous boom had bet­ 
ter take another look at the evidence. Here 
are two items of information that tell some­ 
thing about the potential. 
In the United States, it is estimated, pri­ 
vate industry and the atomic energy com­ 
mission will spend half a billion dollars 
within the next five years to develop the 
atom as a source of power. 
Worldwide, there is substantial atomic 
development work in at least 32 nations. 
The Atomic Industrial Forum reports that 
42 nuclear reactors already exist, 20 more 
are under construction, and close to 50 
others are planned. 
Such figures give little real idea of the 
vast development to come. 
Says Fortune 
magazine: 
To provide the world with even one-half 
as much energy, per capita, as the United 
States enjoys, would require an investment 
of billions of dollars a year for as long as 
the world population continues to expand.” 
Yet the mere existence of this vast mar­ 
ket for nuclear power does rot mean that it 
is going to be supplied. First we need a ris­ 
ing level of world prosperity, a*nd the ab­ 
sence of full-scale war. 
Atomic power itself may help to bring 
about both of these. As backward regions 
get power, prosperity is bound to rise. And 
if the world concentrates on building nu­ 
clear reactors instead of bombs, the basic 
economic reasons for war may be done 
away with.

A BILL TO END A BICKER 
S. 2671 is a minor measure that packed a big 
wallop. It was a routine measure to authorize 
payment of salary to a Commissioner of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, but Section 3, con­ 
tained this clause: 
“Each member of the Commission, including 
the Chairman, shall have equal responsibility and 
authority in all decisions and actions of the Ccom­ 
mission. shall have full access to all information 
relating to the performance of his duties or re­ 
sponsibilities, and shall have one vote.” 
This Act is now law and there can be no ex­ 
cuse for the withholding of AEC information from 
the AEC. 
Unless Congregs wishes to reorganize the 
Atomic Energy Commission, providing for a prin­ 
cipal officer, the Executive must abide by the law. 
It is not a good example for the country when the 
Executive employs subterfuges to get around the 
lav^. Under our Constitution, it is Congress not 
the Executive that passes laws, that authorizes 
the organization of such Commissions as the AEC, 
that places limitations upon them. Even the De­ 
partment of Defense, which rides roughshod over 
Congress so often, came into existence only by an 
Act of Congress and can go out of existence by 
an Act of Congress whenever Congress chooses 
to pass a new' law' on the subject. 
While the Department of Defense is correct 
from every standpoint in its desire to get out of 
business which should be the function of private 
enterprise. 
Congress 
has every 
constitutional 
right to determine what the policy of the United 
States should be and whoever says that it is un­ 
constitutional for the Congress to do what the 
Constitution clearly provides it should do, makes 
government by law impossible. He also makes the 
orderly processes of government difficult. It ought 
to be obligatory for all top officials at least to 
read the Constitution. Too many officials look 
upon Cbngress as a Board of Directors carrying 
out the will of a powerful Chairman. To prevent 
that is why the Founding Fathers separated Con­ 
gress from the Executive. 
The AEC has become a bickering body w’hen 
what it should be is a production agency. The 
quarrels between Lewis L. Strauss and Thomas 
E. Murray, now altogether out in 
ridiculous and have no place in American 
The fact that one is a Republican and the other 
a Democrat, one an Eisenhower appointee and I 
the other a Truman holdover, has nothing to do j 
with the production and use of atomic energy.

More Americans than ever before, adults 
as well as children, are riding: bicycles these 
days. This ought to please the bike manu­ 
facturers.

vvheelers are made in England, France, Ger­ 
many and Austria.

American bicycle manufacturers say they 
are suffering great hardship because a low* 
tariff permits a flood of foregn bikes to en­ 
ter the country. They want a big boost in 
the tariff. 
The U. S. Tariff Commission, 
which turned down such a plea three years 
ago, now’ has urged President Eisenhower 
to triple the duty on imported bikes. 
The Tariff Commission however, is not in­ 
fallible. 
The President, w'ho strongly be­ 
lieves in freer trade to strengthen interna­ 
tional accord, may find good reasons to 
deny the request for more tariff protection. 
Actually, the bicycle industry may not be 
doing too poorly.

the too-common or too careless use of antibiotics, 
it is recommended that the physician test the bac­ 
teria to see to’which of the antibiotics it is likely 
to respond to. This will shorten the course of 
the disease and improve the outlook for the 
patient. 
Treatment of tonsillitis by medicine applies 
mainly to the acute form of this disease and treat­ 
ment of the chronic form more often calls for 
surgery. For chronic cold with swelling and en­ 
largement of the mucus membrane or lining of 
the nose and throat, tonsillectomy is the wisest 
treatment as a rule. However, the trend is away 
from the removal of tonsils as physicians are 
aware of their possible role as protective devices 
against development of disease. 
Symptoms that used to be blamed on the ton­ 
sils such as frequent colds, throat infections, 
rheumatic pains, swallowing, breathing or hear­ 
ing difficulties; loss of weight and general run­ 
down conditions may instead be due to other 
causes than infected tonsils. 
As we have mentioned before there seems to 
be a greater risk of contracting the paralytic 
type of polio in patients who have had their tonsils 
removed than in those who have not so the opera­ 
tion is not likely to be performed during polio 
season or while the child has a cold or sore throat 
or at any time when a general infection seems to 
be going around. 
Treatment by X-rav has proved to be an ideal 
substitute for tonsillectomy in cases which are 
either temporarily or permanently unsuited to 
surgery, such as in children with heart failure or 
severe forms of allergy. This treatment, of course, 
should be given by a qualified X-ray specialist. 
Although no operation is free of all danger, 
removal of tonsils and adenoids is ordinarily con­ 
sidered a minor procedure. With soft diet ana 
bed rest, most children are up and about within 
a few' days. I ntil they have been checked once 
by the doctor, however, they should not be allowed 
to become too active and fatigue should be 
avoided.

Dav is, Calif., Aug. 16

sometimes fertilizes soil better 
than barnyard manure, some of 
the country’s leading soil and 
crop scientists were adv ised to- 
day.Sweet elov er outdid stable fer 
tilizer in Michigan State Univ er­ 
sity tests by J. R. Guttay, R. L. 
Cook and A. E. Erickson, they 
told the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Agronomy 
They based their report on

beans, corn, sugar beets and 
smal grains.

ploughed under ev ery two years 
resulted in an increased row 
crop yield of 23 per cent and 10 
tons of barnyard fertilizer per 
acre ev ery two years increased 
yields only 5 per cent.

“This fact is important to the 
cash-crop farmer, who generally 
does not hav e liv estock,” they 
said. 
Almost a fourth of the nitro 
gen in freshly cut ploughed- 
under alfalfa was recov ered by 
a com crop the same season at 
Ames, Iowa, two Iowa State 
College soil specialists said in a 
separate paper. The following 
season, said H. A. Fribourg and

Rappaport, a div ision superv isor 
in the Baltimore Department of 
Public Welfare, expressed doubt 
that a state youth authority was 
the answer to the problem. 
Fitzgerald said it went “con- 
trary to good public administra­ 
tion by creating another state 
agency, probably not needed.” 
Prof. Flynn said the youth au­ 
thority plan receiv ed impetus in 
states where “a v acuum exist­ 
ed.” He said California was an 
example that once had 
been 
“one of the most scandal-ridden 
states in the area of juv enile 
treatment.” 
Miss Rappaport said the youth 
authority would req uire consid­ 
erable spending. She suggested 
that the money might be spent 
better on existing agencies to 
train personnel. 
SHE PRAISED New York as 
one of the few states spending 
money on training people who 
work with children. 
Fitzgerald said the incidence 
of delinq uency was large and 
growing. But he said it was not 
out of proportion to our popula­ 
tion. He added: 
“People are more conscious of 
it from better reporting through 
the press and better methods of 
detection.”

Wilson Company 
To Go Downtown 
In Chicago Area 


Chicago, Aug. 16 
iJ f)—Wilson 
& Co., one of the nation's major 
meat packers, says it plans to 
stop all slaughtering operations 
at the Chicago stockyards. 
The company said yesterday it 
was going to discontinue meat 
and food operations at the stock­ 
yards and will mov e its general 
offices from the yards to the 
downtown district. 
President James D. Cooney 
said the company was starting 
“a 
substantial expansion and 
modernization of its plants in 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, Albert Lea, 
Minn., and Omaha.” 
No date 
was announced for the com­ 
pany’s 
withdrawal 
from 
the 
stockyards. 
THE CHANGE will not affect 
the company’s other plants at 
Los Angeles, Denv er, Memphis, 
Oklahoma City and Kansas a ty, 
Kan. 
Cooney said the Chicago plant 
has “sustained operating losses, 
primarily in its meat div isions, 
in each of the past sev eral 
years.” 
He said expenses were 
high and “an antiq uated and 
time-worn structure has stood 
in the way of any substantial re­ 
duction in these expenses.” Many 
of the buildings, he added, are 
more than 50 years old. 
Cooney said it would cost 
about eight million dollars to re­ 
habilitate the property and “such 
an inv estment would still be un­ 
likely to yield a satisfactory re­ 
turn.” He added the cost of ex­ 
panding and modernizing the 
plants at Cadar Rapids, Albert 
Lea and Omaha will be “substan­ 
tially less” than the amount 
needed to rehabilitate the Chi­ 
cago plant. 
COONEY SAID the main rea­ 
sons for expanding the three 
plants were: Their good earn­ 
ings record, their central loca­ 
tion and their efficiency of op­ 
eration. 
Swift & Co., another major 
packer, halted hog slaughter in 
Chicago in 1952 but the firm

An ordinance regulating and 
controlling the growth of weeds, 
grass and other rank vegetation 
and regulating the care of va­ 
cant lets and plots of land in the 
village of Saugerties was enact­ 
ed at the regular meeting of the 
village board of trustees held 
last night at the Saugerties 
Municipal Building. 
May or Arthur F. Simmons 
who presided requested that the 
ordinance be published and tak e 
effect immediately . Action on 
the new village ordinance was 
tak en 
when 
numerous 
com­ 
plaints were received from resi­ 
dents that vacant lots inside the 
village boundaries were being 
neglected and creating hazards. 
THE ORDINANCE is drafted 
in five sections, the first of 
which mak es it unlawful for any 
owner, lessee or occupant of an 
unoccupied lot or plot of land, 
to permit any growth of weeds, 
grass or other rank vegetation 
to a greater height than 12 
inches on the average. The first 
section also includes poison ivy , 
ragweed and other poisonous 
plants detrimental to health. 
In accordance with the second 
section the owners or those con­ 
trolling the property must cut 
and remove the offending vege­ 
tation at least once in every 
three week s between May 15 
and Sept. 15. 
The third section permits the 
superintendent of public work s, 
following 
written 
notice 
and 
failure of compliance, to cut and 
remove such offending vegeta­ 
tion and the actual cost of such 
cutting and removing plus 5 per 
cent for inspection and other ad­ 
ditional coats will become a lien 
upon the property and shall be 
added to the taxes levied on the 
property .

a public 
hearing on the so-called “hay lot 
ordinance" was held and when 
no one appeared the ordinance 
was read by Mpy or Simmons 
and made law.

An ordinance regulating and 
controlling the growth of weed*, 
grass and other rank vegetation 
and regulating the care of va­ 
cant lets and plots of land in the 
village of Saugerties was enact­ 
ed at the regular meeting of the 
village board of trustee* held 
last night at the Saugerties 
Municipal Building. 
Mayor Arthur F. Simmons 
who presided requested that the 
ordinance be published and take 
effect immediately. Action on 
the new village ordinance was 
taken 
when 
numerous 
com­ 
plaints were received from resi­ 
dents that vacant lots inside the 
village boundaries w'ere being 
neglected and creating hazards. 
THE ORDINANCE is drafted 
in five sections, the first of 
which makes it unlawful for any 
ow ner, lessee or occupant of an 
unoccupied lot or plot of land, 
to permit any growth of weeds, 
grass or other rank vegetation 
to a greater height than 12 
inches on the average. The first 
section also includes poison ivy, 
ragweed and other poisonous 
plants detrimental to health. 
In accordance with the second 
section the owners or those con­ 
trolling the property must cut 
and remove the offending vege­ 
tation at least once in every 
three weeks between May 15 
and Sept. 15. 
The third section permits the 
superintendent of public works, 
following written 
notice 
and 
failure of compliance, to cut and 
remove such offending vegeta­ 
tion and the actual cost of such 
cutting and removing plus 5 per 
cent for inspection and other ad­ 
ditional costs will become a lien 
upon the property and shall be 
added to the taxes levied on the 
property. 
Prior to enactment a public 
hearing on the so-called “haylot 
ordinance” was held and when 
no one appeared the ordinance 
was read by Mayor Simmons 
and made law.

Lo nd o n Po lice Seize Arms, 
Irish Terro rists Accused 


London, Aug . 16 UP) — Police^- 
raided an ' empty shop in Lon­ 
don’s shabby second hand mar­ 
ket area today and seized a 
larg e quantity of g uns and am­ 
munition believed to have been 
stolen Saturday from a British 
Army depot by Irish terrorist» . 
Some of thè weapons, includ­ 
ing Bren g uns and rifles, were 
packed in boxes apparently ready 
for transportation, police said. 
The weapons were seized in 
the basement of the empty shop 
on Caledonian Road in the King 
Cross railroad station area. 
Police said they believed the 
weapons and ammunition were 
most of the haul made by mem­ 
bers of the outlawed Irish Re­ 
publican Army (IRA) in their 
raid on the Aborfield army de­ 
pot in Berkshire near Reading 
Saturday. 
Twelve Scotland Yard detec­ 
tives, all armed, kept a 12-hour 
watch béfore raiding the shop. 
The fact that they were armed 
illu strated the seriou sness with 
which the police and the army 
regard the IRA raiders. Usu ally 
British policemen are u narmed. 
Sir John Nott-Bower, head of 
Scotland Yard, and other high 
ranking police and army officers, 
v iewed the seized weapons and 
ammu nition before they were re­ 
tu rned to the Berkshire police. 
The IRA men, who followed 
u p the Aborfield raid with two 
abortiv e swoops on depots in 
Wales and England, hav e been 
described 
as 
“desperate

dangerou s.” They made off with 
68 gu ns and abou t 80,000 rou nds 
of ammu nition from Aborfield.
